The School Board respectfully submits the following 
report : fe 

School No. 1. Miss Rosa A. Smith taught the spring, 
fall and winter terms. Miss Smith, as an experienced teacher, 
is familiar with the studies pursued and successful in impart- 
ing knowledge to the pupils. 

School No. 2. Miss Lillian B. Kittredge, having taught 
here the previous winter term, was continued as teacher for 
the spring term. This was the last term taught in the old 
house. The new one was commenced in the fall and fin- 
ished in time to commence the winter term, December 14. 
As the fall term was necessarily omitted, a winter term of 16 
weeks was arranged for, which is now in progress, with Miss 
Ida Nelson as teacher. 

In No. 5, Miss C. E. Remick proved herself, as before, 
very capable as the teacher of the spring and fall terms, and 
it was greatly regretted that she was obliged to give up the . 
school at the end of the fall term. However, Miss Lillian B. 
Kittredge was secured as teacher for the winter term. 

In No. 6, the spring term was taught by Miss Vina 
Paddleford. Miss Margaret Willey taught the fall term. 
Miss Lizzie Lang has kept a good school this winter, with a 
larger attendance than before for a number of years. 

Frequent visiting of the schools by the parents and 
friends would greatly benefit the schools in every way, in- 
spiring in the scholars self respect, self control, and a pride 
in the school rooms which in too many instances is lacking. 
The usual studies have been pursued during the year. 
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Friday afternoons have been used partly as literary ses- 
sions, with compositions and exercises with the charts. Only 
such books as were absolutely necessary have been pur- 
chased. Four charts have been secured at a cost of $67.00.

RECORDS COP MTHE SiRUSREES 


OF 


MONROE FREE PUBLIC LIBRARY 


MARCH, 1896. 


The Trustees of Monroe Free Public Library beg leave 
to make the following report. At our last annual town 
meeting it was voted to appropriate twenty-five dollars to- 
ward establishing a free public Library; to elect a board of 
trustees, and comply with all other requirements of law nec- 
essary to enable us to draw one hundred dollars’ worth of 
books from the state. 

Trustees elected were: John Hall, Homer 8. Smith, and 
Mr. Draper. Soon after, Mr. Draper moved to another 
town, leaving but two active members of the board. Enter- 
ing upon the duties of our office, we first located and secured 
a suitable place to keep the books in the office room of our 
Town Clerk, Mr. Edward Emery. We also engaged the ser- 
vices of Mrs. Will Emery as Librarian. After correspond- 
ing with the chairman of the state board of library commiss- 
ioners and complying with certain necessary requirements, 
we received one hundred dollars’ worth of books from the 
state—a good selection of 102 volumes of fine books, classed 
as history, science, biography, travels and adventures, agri- 
culture, poems and fiction. The printing necessary to have 
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done was rules and regulations, pockets and book slips, rec- 
ord and account books for Librarian, date stamp and ink, the 
whole costing $9.75. Taking this amount from last year’s 
appropriation left us $15.25 with which to buy book cases. 

The Woman’s Christian Temperance Union, however, 
gave us one which will hold 300 books, and will answer very 
well for the present. They also gave $3 for the purchase of 
books. A number of valuable books have been given by 
citizens. We suggest that those taking magazines, after 
reading them, present them to the Library. They will be 
bound and cared for, and be interesting and valuable read- 
ing for those who do not feel able to take them, and still be 
accessible to those who may present them. We hope to add 
quite a number of new books each year, and make the Libra- 
ry a complete success and a benefit to our town. Our Library 
is now open on Mondays and. Saturdays of each week, and 
we urge all our citizens, especially the young, to avail them- 
selves of the advantages it presents. We recommend that 
in addition to the appropriation required by law, that the 
services of the Librarian and the rent room be paid for by 
_ the Selectmen from the town treasury.
